The  second  section  of  the  sale  (Lot  Numbers  301  to  550)  is  entirely  devoted  to  Foreign  Gold  Coins.  While  not  part  of  the 
Bleyer  Collection,  Gold  Coins  are  an  integral  part  of  all  foreign  sales.  The  coins  presented  in  this  section  comprise  a  varied 
selection  of  World  Gold  Coins,  from  those  minted  just  this  year  clear  back  to  Medieval  times.  We  hope  the  many  gold  collectors 
reading  our  catalogs  regularly  will  find  several  coins  to  add  to  their  collections. 

The  Bleyer  section  of  the  catalog,  comprising  over  700  lots,  contains  coins  from  all  over  the  world,  Crown  size  or  larger  only. 
The  one  key  attribute  of  The  Bleyer  Collection  which  you  should  notice  is  that  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  coins  are  naturally  toned 
and  never  cleaned.  We  have  been  very  careful  to  note  any  coins  in  our  catalog  that  are  unnaturally  bright.  Therefore,  you  may 
be  assured  that  all  the  coins  are  in  their  natural  state,  just  as  they  were  meant  to  be,  after  all  these  years.  The  Bleyer  Collection 
has  been  intact,  and  in  protected  storage,  for  over  thirty-five  years. 

Also  remember  that  the  average  grade  of  the  Bleyer  Collection  is  very  high  and  the  coins  are  exceptionally  choice,  each  and 
every  one  of  them.  You  may  bid  with  confidence  on  these  coins  and  we  are  sure  you  will  be  more  than  pleasantly  surprised 
when  you  receive  them  in  the  mail.  A  final  word  —  a  word  of  caution  for  mail  bidders.  Occasionally  collectors  bid  low  in  the 
hope  that  they  will  be  the  only  one  bidding  on  a  certain  lot,  and  will  buy  the  coin  cheaply.  This  will  not  happen  in  the  Bleyer 
Catalog,  because  we  expect  several  bids  on  each  coin.  If  you  want  the  coin,  please  bid  what  you  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  coin, 
or  you  will  be  overbid  at  the  coin  auction  by  collectors  who  know  what  it  is  worth.  If  you  do  not  particularly  want  the  coin,  then 
bid  what  you  normally  would,  but  do  not  expect  to  get  very  many,  because  it  is  certain  that,  even  today,  choice  coins  don't  go 
cheap!  If  you  have  a  budget  in  mind,  please  note  it  on  your  bid  sheet  and  we  will  attempt  to  limit  your  purchases  to  that  amount. 

The  final  section  of  the  catalog  is  entitled  World  Crowns  and  Minors.  It  begins  with  a  unique  coin  from  the  Orient,  so  it  is  not 
a  section  of  "also  rans"  by  any  means.  Many  of  the  non-Bleyer  coins  that  we  received  throughout  the  year  for  auction  are  in¬ 
cluded  here,  as  well  as  choice  and  exceedingly  rare  crown  and  minor  coins,  including  many  key  dates  that  seldom  appear  on 
the  market.  The  final  section  also  goes  from  A  to  Z,  so  if  you  collect  Germany,  let  us  say,  then  you  will  have  three  sections  to 
look  at.  You  will  need  to  look  at  the  Gold,  the  Bleyer  Collection,  and  the  World  Crowns  and  Minors.  The  same  is  true  of  any  other 
country  that  holds  interest  for  you.  Please  do  not  miss  a  coin  for  your  collection  because  you  forget  to  look  in  the  Gold,  in  the 
Bleyer,  and  in  the  World  Crowns  and  Minors  Sections!  Look  twice,  or  thrice! 

THE  WILLIAM  H.  BLEYER  COLLECTION 

The  Bleyer  collection  was  formed  in  the  1930’s  and  before,  when  the  cost  of  European  Crowns  was  minimal.  William  FI. 
Bleyer,  a  St.  Louis  attorney  and  active  numismatist,  was  able  to  acquire  some  of  the  most  desirable  and  rare  coins  in  the  Crown 
series  by  dogged  determination  and  more  than  a  little  affluence.  Notable  acquisitions  were  the  Greenland  Trade  Dollar  or 
Piastre  issue  by  the  Danish  Asiatic  Company,  the  Austrian  Guldiner  struck  in  1518  at  Klagenfurt,  the  1626  Taler  of  Wallenstein, 
the  Papal  Piastre  of  1588,  and  choice  English  Crowns  of  1601.  1652,  1706,  1718,  and  1831.  German  rarities  include  a  1657  Taler 
of  Bamberg,  a  1657  Taler  of  Brandenburg,  a  Guldengroschen  of  Saxony  struck  ca.  1519  and  a  Taler  of  Saxe-Zeitz-Naumberg 
minted  in  1669.  Numerous  scarce  and  rare  issues  of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries  are  scattered  throughout  the  collection.  Early 
United  States  coinage  is  well  represented  by  Silver  Dollars  dated  1795  and  1799.  You  will  find  many  of  your  personal  favorites 
throughout  the  Sale. 

William  FI.  Bleyer  traded  his  collection  to  the  Security  National  Bank  Savings  &  Trust  Company,  which  in  turn,  donated  the 
entire  collection  to  the  St.  Louis  Board  of  Education.  The  donation  provided  that  the  collection  would  be  exhibited  for  not  less 
than  five  years,  and  that  a  descriptive  catalog  would  be  issued,  imprinted  with  the  bank’s  name  as  the  donor.  Less  than  ten 
copies  of  the  catalogs  survive  and  the  descriptive  catalogs  themselves  are  true  rarities  today.  The  St.  Louis  Board  of  Education 
notified  the  bank  of  its  acceptance  of  those  terms  and  on  November  14,  1945,  the  collection  changed  hands  again. 

The  Bleyer  Collection  was  displayed  by  the  St.  Louis  Board  of  Education  for  the  following  five  years  in  conjunction  with 
school  programs  developed  by  Education  Museum.  In  1950,  while  being  shown  at  the  Ashland  Grade  School,  juveniles  stole  the 
entire  collection.  Luckily,  the  collection  was  quickly  recovered,  intact  and  unharmed.  At  the  time  the  collection  had  grown  in 
value  and  was  insured  for  $15  a  coin! 

The  realization  that  the  coins  were  too  valuable  to  guarantee  their  security  during  display  led  school  authorities  to  withhold 

e  coins  from  exhibition.  Eventually,  the  collection  was  entirely  forgotten  and  it  sat  boxed  on  a  storage  shelf  in  the  Audio- 
Visual  Department. 


Rediscovered  several  years  ago,  the  collection  was  quickly  removed  to  a  safety  deposit  vault,  where  it  remained  until  it  was 
recently  cataloged  for  consignment.
